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The Fourth Annual Report of the South Carolina Tax Commission 

to the Governor and General Assembly 



To His Excellency^ Richard I. Manning^ Governor^ and the Gen- 
eral Asserribly: 

It is obvious to one who gives the matter passing thought that 
it was an impossibility for the work of assessing and equalizing 
all property in the State to be done in one year, so, what has been 
done towards that end has been by a gradual yearly process as 
will appear by our former annual reports. This process should 
be continued, and more extensively and intensively, in the future, 
and until there may be a reasonable assurance that each county 
is contributing its fair share to the support of the State govern- 
ment and that each individual taxpayer is contributing to the 
public revenues only that just and fair amount with which he is 
chargeable under an impartial administration of the law. 

This Commission has given its special efforts for three years 
to assessing banks, textile industries, railroads, street railways, 
light, heat and power companies, fertilizer factories, oil mills, 
insurance and trust companies, and telephone and telegraph 
companies. 

The approximate increase of assessment on the above prop- 
erties for the four-year period past is $26,740,479. And inci- 
dentally it may be mentioned here, that in addition to the above 
mentioned amount, $47,087,415 has been added to the assessed 
value of real property since 1914, including the real estate owned 
by the above mentioned corj)orations, which is included in the 
increase first above named. It is true that a considerable part of 
the above increase is due to new or added property, but a large 
part is on account of assessments being equalized with other such 
properties, as well as adding property which had escaped taxa- 
tion. Having to a fairly satisfactory extent succeeded in equal- 
izing the above classes of property, which constitute a large 
portion of the taxable property of the State, the Commission, on 
account of the year 1918 being the period fixed by statute for 
reassessing real estate, took up the matter of assessing farm 
lands as being perhaps the larger, in value, of any other single' 
class of property in the State. It was found that very great 
inequalities existed between the several counties of the State as 
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to farm lands. In some few counties the assessment of lands was 
fair and reasonable, but in others, some of the larger and richer 
counties, it was assessed at a very low percentage of its real 
value. 

It was impossible for the Commission to undertake to equalize 
land values as between individuals of a county. That matter 
was left to the county authorities, upon whom was urged the 
necessity of equalizing between individuals, so that each indi- 
vidual would bear his proper proportion of the tax burden in 
like manner as each county. It is the purpose of this Commis- 
sion, however, to undertake during the coming year the equaliza- 
tion of assessments among individuals, and it is felt that much 
may be accomplished if adequate facilities are provided. This 
Commission determined what the average assessed value of lands 
per acre in each county should be. This was done by taking the 
United States Census reports of 1910 as a basis and guide, apply- 
ing to all counties of the State alike, but in the counties in which 
protests were made, the Commission took into consideration the 
sales, public and private, of lands as a further aid to determine 
values, or as throwing light on the general values in a county. 
Such sale prices were also taken into consideration where the 
Commission was able to get them, in some counties which offered 
no protest. 

After giving benefit of all reasonable deductions in values of 
lands so as to determine a conservative value thereof, which 
almost invariably was lower than the sale price, as a whole by 
the county, the Commission then took 42% of that valuation, so 
as to put lands upon an equality with all other property assessed 
bv this Commission. 

Notwithstanding the result of the above work, it is manifest 
that there are inequalities as between townships or tax districts 
within certain counties, if not all of them, and inequalities 
between assessments of the several individual taxpayers of cer- 
tain counties, and certain townships. Wherever a specific com- 
plaint of the above nature was presented by a taxpayer to the 
Commission, his case has been remedied. But it is not entirely 
adequate and fair to place the burden upon the individual of 
appealing his case to this Commission, when the entire matter 
could be remedied in the beginning, if due and careful consider- 
ation were given each case by the local authorities; TRe difficulty 
in having this done is due to poor pay of members of boards of 



assessors, no power of the Governor to remove them, and too 
short time allowed to do their work. Another trouble has been 
in the difficulty of this Commission to impress upon some of the 
county authorities the necessity of observing the law requiring 
equalization, and the frequent active opposition of county boards 
and auditors. No doubt such opposition will cease and ail 
officers co-operate when it is finally determined and fully under- 
stood that the full authority of the State will be consistently 
exerted to attain equality among all taxpayers, irrespective of 
their locality. In this connection, we take the liberty of quoting 
from our last annual report: "All real and personal property 
within the State must be reassessed, and every energy of the 
State, through both its State and County officials, should be 
exerted to the end of obtaining equality. This result cannot be 
obtained without the hearty co-operation of each and every 
official having authority in assessing property for taxation, and 
that co-operation, we venture to submit, cannot be fully had 
without adequate laws to compel all officers to strictly perform 
their duties, as well as provide for them sufficient compensation 
for fair and intelligent services. They should also have authority 
to require school trustees to furnish information as to property 
in their respective districts. To this end, we would recommend 
that more adequate compensation and additional time be pro- 
vided for all boards of assessors, and that the Governor be given 
authority to remove any county or township officer who shall 
neglect, fail or refuse to perform his duties with reference to the 
assessment of property in accordance with the law. It is impos- 
sible for this Commission to succeed in securing the equalization 
of property throughout the State, to even a reasonable extent, 
unless there be authority to direct and compel an observance of 
the law relating to such matters, and compensation provided for 
local officials in excess of their personal expenses while perform- 
ing their duties." 

We append hereto a statement showing the average assessed 
value of farm lands by counties for the period preceding the year 
1918, and the average assessed values thereof under the reassess- 
ment made this year, and marked exhibit "A". 

We also append to this report a statement showing the total 
assessed value of all property in South Carolina for the years 
1910, 1914 and 1918, which explains itself. 
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Only four counties, Anderson, Dillon, Lancaster and Marlboro, 
appealed from the decision of this Commission to the Tax Board 
of Review. In the case of the appeal of Dillon County, only, 
was the work of the Commission modified. York County con- 
templated an appeal, but the members of the Commission 
appeared before a citizens' meeting in York, and explained the 
nSnner in which the assessment for that coJnty was arrived at 
and the relation thereof to other counties, and it was there 
decided that they were dealt with fairly and no appeal was taken. 
When some of the other counties fully understood how their 
assessments were arrived at, opposition was withdrawn. 

At the last session of the General Assembly a Concurrent Reso- 
lution was adopted whereby the view was expressed that it would 
be too violent a change to assess property at fifty per cent, of the 
value thereof, and requesting the Tax Commissioi^ to use every 
means of equalizing the assessed values of property for taxation 
on an equitable basis. (Senate Journal, pp. 75, 135-157.) 

The basis of assessment of approximately two-thirds of all the 
property in the State being 42% of the value thereof, this Com- 
mission used that percentage of value as the basis for the assess- 
ment of all other property assessed under its direction or control 
this year. This basis was adopted because it was not thought 
proper to lower the assessment on a vast part of property values 
which would probably result in the maximum levy provided by 
statute being inadequate to raise the amount appropriated by 
your honorable body, while, on the other hand, if the basis of 
assessment heretofore existing, to wit, 42%, should produce, 
upon the maximum levy being applied, revenues larger than your 
appropriation, the levy could be decreased so as to raise funds 
only sufficient to pay your appropriations, as was done this year 
by the Comptroller General, under the Act of 1918. 

It is a matter of no concern to this Commission what percent- 
age of value is used as a basis for assessment and equalization of 
property. It is equality among all taxpayers that we are seek- 
ing to attain. It is manifest, upon even casual reflection, that 
if the basis of assessment be a lower percentage of the value of 
property, the levy must be higher; if the basis of assessment be 
higher, a lower levy will suffice to produce whatever amount you 
may appropriate. If in the wisdom of your honorable body, 42% 
of property value is not a satisfactory basis, this Commission 
will adopt any basis you may suggest, applying it alike, to the 
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best of our ability, to all property, as required by the Constitu- 
tion. 

We feel that much property is escaping taxation, and that a 
systematic and thorough effort should be made to have it put on 
the tax books. Large properties which have not heretofore had 
our attention should be assessed and equalized, so as to raise or 
lower the same to the same basis of other property, but with the 
inadequate means heretofore at our disposal such work has been 
an impossibility. We feel that we should be supplied with ade- 
quate and sufficient funds for carrying out the above contem- 
plated purposes, which will, no doubt, result in increased revenue 
by taxing property heretofore escaping, and in accomplishing 
more nearly an equalization of the burden of taxation. 

We would recommend that your honorable bodies take under 
consideration the enactment of proper and suitable laws to provide 
for the assessment and equalization of all real property in towns 
and cities, and equalization of farm lands as between individual 
owners, so that the work, under such laws, may commence during 
the approaching year. 

We would also call attention to the fact that the law is not 
clear as to whether appeals from county boards of equalization 
shall be made to the Tax Commission or to the Comptroller Gen- 
eral. This Commission has felt that it was the purpose and 
intention in the creation of the Commission to confer upon it 
authority in such matters, but this is not clearly expressed by the 
statute. We would recommend that the law be amended so as to 
state clearly that such appeals are to this Commission. 

This Commission feels that this report would be incomplete 
did it not say that but for the effective support given it by Gov- 
ernor Manning, the result attained on the way towards equal- 
izing the several classes of property would have been well-nigh 
impossible, and we feel that every one who sincerely desires 
justice in taxation will approve of his thoughtful counsel and 
the manner in which he has exercised his official authority 
towards the end that the high and the low, the rich and the 
poor, each bear their fair and equitable burden of taxation and 
no more.

In the item of personal property assessed by the township and 
county boards is included horses, mules and cattle, which were 
equalized under the direction of the Tax Commission, and all put 
upon as nearly an equality as was possible under the circum- 
stances. The highest average of mules for a county was $97.65 
and the lowest average was $29.57. Mules now average $71.42, 
the highest, and $48.29, the lowest. This variation is due to a 
large extent to a difference in the actual value of mules by coun- 
ties. A similar condition exists as to horses and cattle.

To His Excellency^ Richard /. Manning^ Goveimor: 

The Tax Board of Eeview herewith submits its report on the 
appeals from assessments fixed by the Tax Commission for the 
year 1918, and attaches hereto a copy of its expense account for 
the year. 

1. 

J. 8, Thompson Individually as Chairman of the Dillon County 

Board of Equalization, 

The appellant appeals from the assessment fixed by the Tax 
Commission on farm lands in Dillon County, and alleges the 
assessment fixed by the Tax Commission more than 42% of the 
true value of the land ; and that the Tax Commission committed 
an error in not taking into consideration the large proportion of 
swamp and arid land in Dillon County, all of which is prac- 
tically worthless. The appellant submitted a detailed statement 
in which they divided the land into four classes: cleared l^nd, 
cut-over land, timber land, and swamp land, showing the number 
of acres of each class in each parcel of land and the value of 
same. 

It appears from the evidence submitted by the Tax Commission 
that it reached its conclusion by averaging the land transfers for 
a period of three years, and. averaging the value of the land, as 
given in the last United States census. The Board is of the 
opinion that the average value of transfers for a period of years 
is a practical way of arriving at the average value throughout the 
county, provided, however, the land transfers contained as large 
a percent of swamp land, which is of little value, as is contained 
in the whole. 

The evidence submitted by the appellant indicated clearly that 
the land transferred in Dillon County for the period of years 
used by the Tax Commission did not contain as large a percent 
of swamp land as the total land of the county. The Board is of 
the opinion that the Tax Commission erred in not making the 
proper reduction; and modifies the assessment fixed by the Tax 
Commission by reducing same to $10.57 per acre. 

Mr. T. W. Berry of the Board asked to be excused from voting, 
as he is a resident and taxpayer of Dillon County.

2. 

Marlboro County 

Appealed from the assessment fixed by the Tax Commission on 
farm lands in Marlboro County and alleges that the assessment 
is exhorbitant, unfair and inequitable, and is far in excess of tlie 
valuation required in any other county of the State. After con- 
sideration of the appeal on facts presented and argument of 
counsel, the Board agreed, at the request of the representative 
of Marlboro County, to postpone action on thie appeal until its 
next meeting, August 20, 1918, when the representatives of Marl- 
boro County would be given an opportunity to make a more 
detailed presentation of their case. 

The appeal was again heard on August 20th. The appellant 
alleged that the Tax Commission did not take into consideration 
the large percent of swamp land in Marlboro County, but did 
not furnish a detailed statement showing the amount of swamp 
land in the county. Some of the witnesses furnished estimates 
of the total swamp land acreage, but stated it was an estimate. 
The total estimated swamp land acreage amounts to approxi- 
mately 27% of the total acreage of the county. If 27% was 
deducted from the transfers for three years, it would not mate- 
rially reduce the assessment fixed by the Tax Commission. 

There is no testimony to show that the land transferred which 
was used as a basis for assessing the property, did not contain 
any swamp land ; in fact, the Chairman of the County Board of 
Equalization testified that a number of tracts of land which were 
sold at a fancy price contained a considerable amount of swamp 
land. He also testified that $10.00 per acre was the highest assess- 
ment fixed by the County Board, although a number of tracts ,of 
land had been sold within the period at $150.00 to $250.00 per 
acre. 

A majority of the Board is of the opinion that there was not 
anything in the testimony upon which to base or justify a reduc- 
tion in the assessment fixed by the Tax Commission. The appeal 
is dismissed. 

3. 

Chester County 

Appealed from the assessment fixed by the Tax Commission. 
Appeal withdrawn and adjusted by the Tax Commission. 



Ill 

4. 
Lancaster County 

Appealed from the assessment fixed by the Tax Commission on 
farm lands in Lancaster County. The appellant alleges that tne 
assessment fixed by the Tax Commission is excessive. 

The Board is of the opinion that the evidence submitted by 
the appellant does not justify a modification of the assessment 
fixed by the Tax Commission. Appeal is dismissed. 

Mr. E. M. Croxton of the Board asked to be excused from 
voting, as he is a resident and taxpayer of Lancaster County. 

5. 
Anderson County 

Appealed from the assessment fixed by the Tax Commission 
on farm lands in Anderson County, on the ground that the order 
isued by the Tax Commission raising the assessment to $12.75 
per acre was without authority and contrary to law, and that 
said order is illegal and in violation of the Constitution and tue 
Statute of the State of South Carolina, in that it applies to only 
one class of property, etc. 

The Board is of the opinion that the Act creating the Commis- 
sion clothed it with the authority, and that the Commission would 
be derelict in its duty if it failed to instruct or order the town- 
ship assessors to assess farm lands at not less than 42% of their 
true value, the assessment fixed by the Tax Commission on other 
classes of property. The appellant did not submit evidence lo 
show that the assessment fixed by the Tax Commission on farm 
lands was more than 42% of true value. Appeal is dismissed. 

Mr. A. D. Geer of the Board asked to be excused from voting, 
as he is a resident and taxpayer of Anderson County. 

6. 

Seaboard Air Line RaUroad 

Appealed from the assessment fixed by the Tax Commission 
on several of its lines. The appellant alleges that there has been 
no increase in the gross earnings of the lines affected. The road 
has not been ballasted, therefore should not be treated as a first- 
class road. The Board reduced the assessment fixed bv the Tax 
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Commission in 1917, because at the time the assessment was fixed 
the road from Hamlet to Savannah was not being operated as a 
through line. It appears from the evidence that this road was 
made a through line in the summer of 1917, therefore should be 
assessed as a through line. It appears from the evidence that the 
road from Lanes, S. C, to Andrews, S. C, is of comparatively 
little value, for the reason the freight that once passed over that 
road is diverted to the road from Savannah to Andrews, and 
from Hamlet to Andrews. Therefore, the Board modifies tlie 
assessment fixed by the Tax Commission on the road from Lanes 
to Georgetown by reducing same to an average assessment of 
$5,000 per mile. The assessment fixed on all other lines named in 
the appeal to remain at the assessment fixed by the Tax Commis- 
sion. 

7. 
Southern Express Company 

xVppealed from the assessment fixed by the Tax Commission 
on the grounds that its franchise is assessed as a property, and 
"That on the 26th day of December, 1917, the President of the 
United States issued a proclamation in pursuance of authority 
of an Act of Congress in which he took possession of the opera- 
tion and control and managements of all railroad transportation 
system. This proclamation and possession had the effect of 
taking the railroads out of the hands of their owners, and there- 
upon the railroads were no longer in condition to fulfill their 
contracts with the Express Company. The franchise of the 
Express Company consists of its right to do business over the 
railroads. It, then, no longer had the right to do business over 
the railroads, except at the will of the government." 

It appears from the evidence submitted that the Southern Ex- 
press Company continued to do business under their contract 
with the railroads until July 1, 1918. The Board is of the opinion 
that the assessment of the Southern Express Company should 
be based on the condition of the property on January 1, 1918. 
and not the condition on July 1, 1918. The appeal is dismissed. 
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8. 
The Peoples Ndtional Bank of Rock HiU^ S. C. 

Appellant alleges that the assessment fixed by the Tax Com- 
mission on its property, 42%, is a higher rates than is fixed on 
other property in York County. 

The appeal was not filed with the Tax Commission and trans- 
mitted by the Commission to the Board, as is required by the Act, 
and the Board ruled that it could not hear the appeal, unless it 
came through the proper channels. The attorney for the Tax 
Commission waived the right of the Board to abject to the appeal 
being heard at this time. 

The appeal was dismissed for the reason the Board is of the 
opinion that the Tax Commission was withiti its right and power 
to equalize the assessment of banks in the entire State, which 
assessment has been fixed by the Commission at 42% of true 
value. 

9. 

AtlarUic National Bank, 

I 
Appeal withdrawn by appellant. 

We feel that special attention should be called to the splendid 
work done by the township assessors and County Board of Equal- 
ization for Dillon County. They seem to have made an effort to 
properly assess all classes of land, and equalize same as between 
individuals and as between townships. We recommend the Dillon 
County methods to other counties of the State.
